STARTS ACTION IN SENATE | 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—[Spe 
cial.)—Impeachment of Federal Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis of Chicago was 
demanded in the senate today by Sen- 
ator Dial of South Carolina.

National City bank of Ottawa, III. 

Senator Dial told the senate he had 
written to Chicago for complete in- 
formation and that if the press dis- 
patches were correct he would lay 
the matter before the house of rep- 
resentatives and ask it to impeach 
Judge Landis.

After Senator Dial had stirred the

los’ friends. 

New divisions are being sent from 
Greece to Smyrna threugh the fear 
that Mustapha Kemal, Turkish nation- 
alist leader, will attack. 

“The morale of the Greek troops is 

shattered. Smyrna is filled with de- 
serters and military police dare not 
arrest them for fear of a general re- 
volt,” said a former member of Venize- 
los’ cabinet now in Paris. 
' The removal of Venizelist officers 
and-replacing them with onstantine’s 
friends who are imbued with the iron 
discipline of Germany is believed re- 
sponsible for the disaffection. The 
troops complain of insufficient food 
and bad equipment and lack confidence 
in their leaders. 

Gen. Papoulas, the new commander 
in Asia Minor, was trained under the 
Germans.

Mr. Lincoln 
was ‘just a foot taller, 6 feet 4 inches, 
not lanky, for he weighed 180 pounds, 
put muscular—one of the strongest 
men of his day in Illinois. His faee 
was subdued in repose, thoughtful, 
pensive, but lighting up in a|remark- 
able way when In speaking he became 
intellectually aroused and spiritually 
exalted. 

“Senator Douglas opened the debate. 
Great was the disappointment when 
it was feund that he could not be 
heard. Three months’ constant speak- 
ing ha@ used up hie voice. I doubt if 
he was heard clearly by onethird of 
‘he audience. On the dermitory roof 
we heard net a word. We saw a man 
with a leonine head, speaking with 
the greatest vehemence, but no sound 
-eached us. He spoke his full hour. 

_  Lineelin’s Volee Superb. 

“Then Mr.. LincoJn arose and we 
had the second surprise of the day. 
He had beeg-speaking almost daily for 
100 days, yét hie voice rang out over 
the great nasemblage as-clear asa be!l. 
{t was @ high tenor with extraordinary 
carrying power, On the dormitory roof 
we heard every word distinctly, as did 
the most distant listeners. Knowing 
that he had a sympathetic audience, he 
spoke with freedom-—-he spoke with 
confidence and was followed with de- 
light and enthusiastic applause.

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Any action which would give jobs to 75,000 idle

The steel industry can supply 
75,000 of them by adopting the eight hour day in 
place of ‘the un-American twelve hour day, which 
helped to precipitate the last strike and which 
has been a source of trouble and attack for years. 


In such cifcumstances it is within the rights of 


the public to express itself. At the time of the 
recent strike the leaders of the steel industry ap- 
pealed for the support of public opinion on the 
ground that they were fighting the battle of Ameri- 
canism against bolshevism. They contended that 
the strikers were largely allens, influenced to de- 


stroy American industry by radical methods. To | 
some extent this may have been true. Even 50, it 


weakens rather than strengthens the present posi- 
tion of the steel directors. | | 

' Under the working system operative in the steel 
mills about half the ordinary workmen average 
twelve hours a day. Half of these work seven days 
a week. If anything is un-American such a system 
is un-American. It is difficult to justify its ap- 
proval and support with the same responsibility 
that cries out against alien radicalism. Such a sys- 
tem, even though the workers are not driven to 
physical exhaustion, prevents them from enjoying 
the advantages of American institutions. It keeps 
them front their homes and families, bars them 
from any cultural advantages, and maintains them 
as aliens rather than helping to make them Ameri-

THE ILLINOIS SOLDIER BONUS. 

A soldier bonus bill introduced by one of the 
service men in the legislature provides for the issu- 
ance of $55,000,000 state bonds if authorized by the 
people. To service men eligible under the act a 
* bonus of $15 a month for the period of. service 
would be provided, if the people concur, but not 
more than $300 to any one man. 

The bill is indorsed by the American Legion and 
follows the ideas upon which the Legion has agreed. 
The legislature is asked to adopt the proposal, de- 
termine the method by which compensation may be 
given and then allow the people to decide whether 
they will issue bonds. 

The question ought to be submitted. We believe 
the state should make the firmancial acknowledge- 
ment of service which the service men desire. It 
is both true and obvious that the state cannot make 
any adequate financial return to the veterans, but 
if such payments as are contemplated in this bill 
will: give the soldiers the feeling that the state is 
not indifferent to what they did it will be worth the 
money required to obtain that result. We certain- 


iy do not want the soldiers to feel that the state 


carelessly accepted what they did and then forgot 
all about them. ; 


AMERICAN AIR SERVICE. 

The European policy of aircraft disposal is to 
dump the planes in the United States at a cost be- 
low production. Surplus planes cannot be disposed 
of elsewhere than In countfies which have not had 
production. The United States was the best field. 
Great Britain, France, and Italy have a great sur- 
plus of planes and want to salvage anything they 
ean. 

The British 
formed to take over the British surplus. 
syndicate organized for this purpose paid £1,000,000 | 
fer aircraft on which the original production ces: 
was between £100,000,000 and'£150,000,000. The gov- 
eenment is to recetve 50 per cent of all profits. 

Unless this dumping of airplanes in the United 
States is prevented the production in the United 
States, already almost feduced to nothing, will be 
completely é¢xtinguished. American aircraft man- 
ufacturers cannot compete against the offer of the 
European surplus. The American industry. will be 
killed. ; 

That means that the United States wil! be de- 
pendent upon other countries in aircraft develop- 
ment. Protection of the industry against Europe, 
as it would be afforded in the bill before congress 
to prevent dumping, is the first essential of devel- 
opment. 

Congress is doing nothing to stimulate American 
\\fying. It is refusing appropriations to carry on

The logic of that is undeniable and.a bill from 
Congressman Sabath of Chicago to set aside Satur- 
day as well as Sunday, or even Saturday instead of 
Sunday, for Sabbath observance would be equally 
logical. Vegetarians might ask for a prohibition 
of meat eating and support their demand morally 
and physiologically. At least they could maintain 
that it was morally dangerous for a sedentary man 
to eat meats and they might demand that it be 
prohibited to all except persons doing at least ten 
hours’ hard manual laber.

NEWS AND ETHICS. 

Chicago, Feb. 10.+[Editor of The Trib- 
uné.)]—Your two fecent editorials on the 
ethical leadership of the press are evi- 
dence of a growing sense of résponsibil- 
ity on the part of the press, and as such 
are welcome. But under the cloak of 
general theories do they not altogether 
ignore the real reasons why the press 
feels called upon to explain its lack of 
moral and ethical leadership? 

Your contention that the newspaper 
was devised to meet a demand for infor- 
mation as to events may be granted. But 
every event contains an inherent ethical 
message which is beyond the power of 
the press to change. News is ethics and 


stroy the influence of this ethical mes- 
sage, and this is just what is being done. 

1. By proportion. Undue space is given 
to the incidental and accidental. Many 
of our daily papers today are absolutely 
worthless as records of the real life and 
progress of our people. Events of great 
importance, actually and ethically, are 
minified or completely ignored—so often 
that a real plan and policy of suppression 
must be inferred. 


2. By featuring. Not only is an undue 
proportion of space given to the unimpor- 
tant and evanescent but every art and 
trick of printing and editing are used to 
make prominent and important events 
which are insignificant and thus their 
whole ethical message is perverted. 

3. By presentation. The filppant, cyn- 

ical manner in which moral and ethical 
causes and questions are so frequently 
treated is very significant. 
There is no conflict or distinetion be- 
tween news and ethics; it is simply a 
question of presenting the news in its 
true ethical proportion or distorting it 
deliberately until it has become unethical.

SOMETHING LIKE A FLAT. 
IGH rents are compelling hun- 


dreds of thousands of people to | 
think of building homes of their 


own, and in the next two years 
& large proportion of them will do it. 
But a great many people who have 
lived in flats all their married lives, 


perhaps all their lives, shy at the idea | 


of bucding a two story house. They 
dread the stairs, and, besides, they 
have not enough furniture for such a 
house. What they want is something 
that is like a flat, only different—and 
here it is. 


' This bungalow of common brick has 
all the advantages of a flat, plus a 
privacy which no community building 
can hope to attain, and comfort, light, 
and air in quantities that would cost 
@ banker’s ransom in an apartment. 
It is beautiful to-look at from without, 
and within has one of the most prac- 
tieal and ingenious floor plans ever 
devised. 


*In most bungalows the living room 
must serve as a hall. That is not the 
case here. The entrance is at grade 
level on the side, and within the house 
steps lead up to a little square place 
between living room and dining room. 
The difficult problem of securing priv- 
acy in the living quarters when all 
reoms are on one floor has found few 
as clever solutions. 


“To the right of the little entrance 
landing is the living room, 19%x12% 
feet, a spacious, livable room indeed. 
The fireplace is in the short outer 
wall. ,In the long wall, two windows 
and a door open on the living porch, 
80% feet long and 9 feet wide, which 
goes clear across the front of the 
house. Divorced from the entrance as 
it is, this porch ts really an outdoor 
iftving room al! through the warm sea- 
son, and by glazing it could be kept 
in living condition all the year. It 
more than doubles: the size of the 
region most used by the family. 


Directly back of the entrance is the 
dinthe room, 15%x13 feet, an ample 
size for any family living in a five 
room house. A big double window 
overlooks the garden at the side, and 
smaller French windows lead to the 
réae porch. Bhe Kitchen, 10%x11% 
feet, is lighted. from two sides, and 
extremely well arranged, with an ice- 
box that can be filled from the out- 
side. 

*On the opposite side of the house 
from the daylight living quarters ire 
twe bedrooms, the front one 10%x 
12% feet, the rear one considerably 
larger. Between them is a rather 
large bathroom, with a linen closet, 
and both bedrooms have _ excellent 
clothes closets. From the rear bed- 
room stairs go up to the attic, which 
not only furnishes a splendid storage 
space but makes the house warmer in

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winter and cooler in summer than it 
could be without such protection. 

At the extreme rear of the house, 
opening from both kitchen and rear 
bedroom, is a feature seldom seen in 
60 small a dwelling. This is a porch 
which can be used either as a sleeping 


porch or as a breakfast porch. It is 
of good dimensions, a little more than 
11 feet long by 10 feet wide; is screened 
in summer and glazed in winter. If 
bedroom was required this could sup- 
ply the need. 

Two ways are provided for reaching 
the basement. The inside stairs lead 
from the little square landing between 
living and dining rvom; the outer go 
down under the service porch. 

Altogether, the plans of this house 
show an unusual thoughtfulness. 
Smal] as the dwelling is, it provides a}! 
the material comforts that a small fam- 
ily needs, and does them up in a most 
attractive form. 

The walls of this bungalow are built 
of common brick, and the _ sturdy, 
homelike honesty of the material gives 
dignity as well as beauty to the dwell 
ing. By using wide joints and vary- 
ing the bond as any good bricklayer 
knows how to do, common brick makes 
a beautiful wall and, of course, an en- 
during one. Burned clay never rots, | 
never wears out. It is really more en- | 
during than some forms of rock, and 
brick burned in Babylon a thousand 
years before Christ may be dug up to- 
day in as good shape as ever. 

To carry out the same permanent 
construction, the interior plaster is 
of gypsum, laid on metal lath, and the 
roof is of asphalt or mé@tal shincsles. 
So constructed, this house wil! last for 
generations with a minimum of upkeep 
expenses. It cannot burn down, and 
the most carefully started blaze hat 
an incendiary could set going would 
destroy not more than 20 per cent of 
its value..

HAND MADE BLOUSES. 
EPARATE waists will be much in 
evidence this spring and sum- 
mer, and while one should have 


S-Il7A-N-G 
HOW ITLOOKS 


one or more costume blouses, 
made of gergette, voile, or other ma- 
terial, every woman needs several serv- 
iccable wash blouses. By serviceable 
one does not mean heavy materials, 
but something that will launder beau- 
tifully and help give a woman that im- 
maculate and dainty appearance that 
is so attractive. 

Probably during the white goods 
sales many women bought waist 
lengths of sheer batiste, voile, or cam- 
bric. And if you have a plain waist 
pattern—one that fits perfectly—that 
will be all you will need for as many 
blouses as you care to make. 

lf you see pretty designs in maga- 
zines, shops, etc., you should be able 
to copy them without difficulty. If 
lace or tucks are set in, do your plan- 
ning on the plain pattern, with pencil 
and measure. Make light marks that 


materials should be straight, cross- 
wise, or bias. 

Cut lengths of the batiste for the 
fronts and back, but don’t cut these 
parts out yet. If there are tucks to be 
set in, do some careful measuring, 4al- 
lowing for the hems down the fronts, 
then put the tucks in before cutting 
the fronts out. Lace is set in afte: 
the waist has been cut out. 

One attractive waist is made of ba- 
tiste with the fronts coming straight 
down from the neck point of the shoul- 
der seams. Allowance is made for a 
one inch hem down these straight 
edges, and this hem can be hemstitched 
or a narrow filet insertion set in. A 
vest of the batiste is set in, straight 
across the top, thus forming a square 
neck, and a shaw! shaped collar fin 
ishes the neck, the ends of the collar 
coming several inches below the ‘op 
of the vest. Collar and vest should 
have several rows of the narrow in-. 
sertion, and should be finished with as 
narrow an edging—all this work done 
by hand, of course. 

Other waists have tiny ruffles out- 
lining the front hems and collar an2 
cuff edges. The sleeves to this style 
waist should be full length, and are 
pretty with a turn over cuff, finished 


cut straight across the bottom. Opn 
each side of the hem in the front there 
is a frilly cascade of the batiste, edged 
with narrow valenciennes lace. The 
collar and cuffs have the lace edge also. 

If one likes color there are wonder- 
ful shades in this same material. Blue, 
peach, red, or any desired color can be 
made simply and trimmed with tiny 
white lace edged ruffies. 

It is essential in this sort of work 
to do it beautifully. Choose good :na- 


terials, and do the work as it should 


be done. Never set lace in and then 
cut the material away underneath and 
leave raw edges. Such lack of tinish 
will not stand wear or laundering, 
and doesn’t deserve to. 

It is a good idea to get as much hand 
work ready as you can, and then it 
can be picked up at odd moments, and 
an amazing lot accomplished. The in- 
sertion used should be hemmed down 
to the material on the right side, ..nd 
the cloth cut away underneath, .eav- 
ing a % inch margin on each side. 
This can be rolled and hemmed, or the 
material folded back against the inser 
tion, so that the edge of the insertion 
is in the edge of the fold and then sew 
over and even in small, closely taken 
stitches, directly over the insertion

his play. It is the passion of love in 
Mary that he seeks to depict, and by 
depicting to get closer’to the secret of 
woman's heart. The scene is laid in 
Mary’s chambers, and the leading char- 
acters, beside the queen herself, are 
Mary Beaton, one of her ladies-in*walt- 
ing; Riccio, Darnley, Randolf, the Eng- 
lish ambassador, and Bothwell. 

Mary is 24 years old at the time 
of the play. She was but 19 when-she 
landed from France to assugne her 
throne. History has debated much 
about her, but never denied her charm. 
John Knox, who was the one man in 
Scotland that never yielded to her, 
called her “ Honey-Pot.” But even he 
gave her a kind of grudging admira- 
tion. After their first passage, he 
said that she had a “proud mind,

Tales of Want Are Many. 


The branch of the Russian relief 
work for which Princess Cantacuzéne 
is seeking assistance is that connected 
with the plight of the thousands of 
men, women, and children driven out 
of south Russia by the defeat of Von 
These hapless throngs es- 


caped on overladen steamers, and were- 


dumped, sans food, clothes, ™edicine, 
or supplies of any kind, at Constantino- 
ple and in the neighboring Greek isles. 

Their situation today is desperate. 
The American society's work is the 
collection of funds, which are adminis- 
tered chiefly by the American Red 
Cross unit and the Hoover committee, 
if either organization happens to be 
near the place where help is needed 
(which they usuaHy are), or else the 
money is disbursed by an accredited 
body of responsible Russians. 

The tales of want and misery that 
come out of the regions bordering on 
Russia are harrowing and dramatic. To 
the Warsaw committee, for instance, 
came a Boy about ten years old, bare- 
footed, in tatters emaciated. He 
had tramped ov¢gg | es of devastated 
country, and was hungry and cold. It 
turned out that he was a Russian 
prince. His parents had been exceed- 


are in the Baltic states about 50,000 
Russian refugees; in the Balkan states 
45,000; in Constantinople and the Greek 
isles 350,000; in the far east 15,000; in 
Finland 60,000; in Germany 200,000; in 
Poland 60,000, and in Switzerland 10,- 
000; altogether approximately 790,000. 
All of these need food, clothing and 
supplies of every kind. . 

As they belong almost entirely to 
what is known as the intelligentsia, 
that is, the educated classes, such as 
professors, clerks, officers, land owners, 
doctors, lawyers, and so forth, the lov- 
ers of Russia are anxious to keep them 
alive to return them to their country 
when the time arrives that this is pos- 
sible. For new Russia will need all 
that she can collect of instructed people 
to help her in her new birth.

The Philharmonic began its career 
Dec. 7, 1842. Theodore Thomas took it 
on tour year after year,thus sowing the 
seed throughout the country for a de- 
mand for similar local musical organ- 
izations. And today that seed has a 
harvest of at least a dozen orchestras 
holding daily rehearsals in as many 
American cities. 


That magnificent, triumphant jug- 


For instance, information oozes out 
in our village that that colossal ma- 
chine, the Chicago Grand Opera com 
pany, must meet a loss of $350,000, 
and every one grows purple at the 
wanton commercial waste. But New 


- York gives no such sordid exhibition of 


penuriousness over a few trivial hun- 
dred thousand. 

W. H. Henderson of the Herald, who 
apparently didn’t like Bodansky and 
loved not at all the officious, meddling 
women who considered that their hus- 
bands’ war profits made them arbiters 
of art, uses the instance to eulogize 
Mr. Stock. “We hunger and thirst,” 
he writes in his discussion of Menge!- 
berg, Stransky, Bodansky, and the Na 
tional orchestra, “for conductors like 
Mr. Stock of Chicago, who makes an 
orchestra play magnificently without 
any evidence of sensationalism.” 

One squints dubiously at that re- 
mark. New York has alienated our 
GalliCurci from us. Is it reaching out, 
octopus-like, for our conductor? Hen- 
dergon states that “Mr. Mengelberg 
has shown himself to be an excellent 
GMill master”; that “we are accus- 
temed to Mr. Stransky, and are weary 
of prima donnas of the baton (a la Bo- 
dansky),” but “we hunger and thirst 
for conductors like Mr. Stock of Chi- 
cago.”

Mr. Henderson's remarks concerning 
the “itnside” story of the Nationa!

Softened by Peace 
at the Arts Club 
By Eleanor Jewett.

have had no cause given us in 
the field of art. At the Arts club last 
Monday an exhibition opened which 
possesses three distinct features, an: 
one of them is closely ‘related to tha’ 
subject which for so long has been in 
abeyance. The paintings by Thali 
Millet all deal with scenes in Franc: 
where the horrors and glories of mod 
ern conflict were endured so brave!) 
and so well, by combatants and non 
combatants, during the longest years 
that this century has seen. 


At first glance the paintings do no! 
impress one strongly. It is only afte) 
one has looked at them and read int: 
them the significance of their title: 
that the power, which really is latent 


- in this painter’s rather subdued style, 


is felt. Then one begins to appreciate 
the beauty of the battered walls in 
“Cloth Hall—Ypres,” the gray delicacy 
of the barren harbor in “ Zeebrugge,” 
and the serene melancholy in the poppy 
studded fields of “ Belleau Wood and 
Cemetery "—the cemetery a tiny patch 
of white crosses, over which flies the 
Stars and Stripes. 

Thalia Millet is a pupil of Albert An- 
dre, of whose work 1 am no judge, as 
I have seen but little of it. It is true 
that in a group of French paintings 
by contemporary artists, recently pur- 
chased by the Art institute, the single 
distinguished canvas in the lot is the 
portrait of Auguste Renoir by Albert 
Andre. However, of that exhibit more 
later, 


: 

Across from the paintings by Thalia 
Millet in the Arts club are hung @ num- 
ber of portraits by Ambrose McEvoy+ 
They are particularly remarkable, inas- 
much as the artist has caught in each 
likeness the spiritual essence of his 
sitter. 

This effect of seeing the soul of the 
person shining through the portrait is 
heightened by the unusual way in 
which the background is handled. 
Painting on the precept that an indi- 
vidual radiates his or her own color 
vibrations, Mr. McEvoy has sensed 
these in some marvelous way and 
placed them on the canvas as a glow- 
ing frame to incase the more physical 
properties of his subject. 

Among the portraits is one of Mrs. 
John Alden Carpenter that, to those 
who know and appreciate her nervous, 
ardent, joyous temper, is a splendidly 
apt characterization. The drift of color 
behind her is just such a chaotic cloud 
as would please the swift feet of her 
spirit to tread upon.

Georges d’Espagnat has several land- 
scapes in which the trees are as though 
smokewreathed—their foliage huge 
billowing rounds of color.

Too close, the 
success of the broad manner of treat- 
ment is lost in a waste of picayune de- 
tails. 

A charmifhg snow scene is given in

Both Maxime Maufra and Henry

ings. However, Maufra’s largest can- 
vas, *« Palmiers Sahariens,” is of a 
tropical scene, where huge palms rise 
from a pond of sparkling water. 

The pictures by Zandomeneghi 


brings us again to the French paintings . 


recently bought by the Art institute. 
The wark of this artist is delightfully 
represented in the imstitute collection 
by two pastels, but his genius is much 
more graciously exemplified in the Arts 
club exhibit by his oil paintings. 


Of these “Le Promenade” shows a 
sweet young girl in an old fashioned 
bormet of quainté@ design. 
Femme Lisant Une Lettre” is more 
effective, and the stil] life “ Bouquet 
de Fleurs” is one of the most beauti- 
fu] studies in flowers that has been 
shown in a long time. | 

Going from the Arts club to gallery 
43 of the Art institute, where are hung 
the new French acquisitions, the 
change in atmosphere is practically 
nil. One finds the same placid sere- 
ity that rules the French painters in 
the one gallery, ruling them in the 
other. 

But, and this point is important, the 
excellente of the French genius is felt 
much more strongly at the Arts club 
than at the institute. The probable 
reason is quite simple of discovery. 
The institute’ has bought none too 
wisely; the Arts club is showing the 
best, or near approaches to the best, 
of each painter. 

"There is, as was stated above, one 


distinguished canvas in the group of 


contemporary French? pictures at the 


Jeune’ 


institute. This is the portrait of Au- 
guste Renoir by Albert Andre. That 
painting would stand out no matter in 


~ what company it were shown. Hung 


as it is with less brilliant confréres, it 
admits of no comparison and no crit- 
icism. 

The largest painting in the gallery 
(and every one knows that size has 
nothing to do with excellence in these 
cases) is “La Chase” by Gaston La 
Touche, who, if this is his honest con- 
ceptidn of a hunt, must be a sportsman 
of peéullar caliber. ‘There is a pool, 
fringed with trees, where nymphs are 
disporting themselves in the clear wa- 


ter and upon the banks. Swans float 


like fallen clouds on thé breast of the 
lake. 
Now for the touch of the hunter! To 


match the clinging vine upon one fram- | 
ing tree, a rifle is slung from a bough. 


at the other side of the picture, below 
it hangs a shooting bag, and under that 
is a wooden hutch inclosing two cheer- 
ful rabbits. Other jolly rabbits are 
munching the grass in the foreground 
—as unafraid of the masterless gun 
as thought they realized that La 
Touche was taking the name “La 
Chase ” in vain when he set them there 
for his models. 

“Canal and Houses” by Le Sidoner 
is a rather nice twilight picture. Among 
the other paintings are Regnault’s 
portrait of “A Young Girl,” ‘a portrait 
of a man by Lucien Simon, and the 
two pastels by Zandomeneghi. 


In the little gallery which opens out 
of the Wallace L. De Wolf room in the 
institute are hung twelve paintings 
representing the spirit of transporta- 
tion in twelve different ways by twelve 
different artists. It is interesting to 


compare the manner in which these- 


various men have handled their theme. 
Jonas Lie has forced modern inven- 
tions to give up the last drop of’their 
life blood that his picture may be com- 
plete with motor, launch, crane, air- 
ship—all the vast mechanical contriv- 
ances of today for going ahead. 
Maxfield Parrish presents a typical 
Maxfield Parrish picture. The spirit 
of transportation creeps through hfs 
beautiful towering cliffs, roaring river 
and spellbound pines, as a tiny crea- 
ture, tiny but sturdy and resolute in 
its advance, embodied in the rumbling 


motor trucks that wind along the path .

The Ice Ages ended from four to 
seven thousand years ago. At that
